REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the instant application on the basis of 
newly amended Claims 1 and 8 and new claim 19. Claims 1 and 8 are the main claims and the 
remaining claims are directly or indirectly dependent upon those. 

In the subject Office Action, Claims 5 and 12 were objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but were considered to be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Accordingly, the following claims have been rewritten to overcome the objection and the 
remaining claims have been canceled: 

Claim 1 was rewritten to include the limitations of the previous dependent claim 5 and 
intervening dependent claim 4; 

The first Claim 8 was canceled and rewritten as newly submitted dependent claim 19; 

and, 

Claim 8 was rewritten to include the limitations of the previous dependent claim 12. 

In view of the amendments to the claims, the Examiner is respectfully requested to now 
remove the objections to claims 1-19. Because the amendments introduce no new subject matter 
or limitations, Applicant suggests that no new search is required and that this case should 
accordingly now be allowed. 

Conclusion 

Applicant has now made an earnest attempt to place this case in condition for allowance. 
In light of the amendments and remarks set forth above, Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration and allowance of Claims 1-19.
